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POTENTIAL MARKETS 

Cold figures of trade statistics recently re- 
leased spotlight the great potential market of 
Latin America that the businessmen of the 
United States must cultivate to replace dwin- 
dling opportunities in other sections of the 
world. In this New World alone lies a hope fer 
mutual development of free trade. Yet this 
market has been neglected because it has been 
largely undeveloped. 

Today, a new trade fleet plies the waters 
from this country to the lands beyond the 
equator. Huge Clipper ships of Pan-American 
Airways narrow time and distance from weeks 
to days. From Atlanta a businessman can fly 
to Buenos Aires in a space of days where for- 
merly were required weeks. A new air link 
from Atlanta will soon join this city with the 
nations of Central America and the west coast 
of South America. These countries have dem- 
onstrated they prefer the friendship and the 
goods of the United States. 

No better proof of this can be found than 
that of statistics. The Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce reported recently that, 
_while imports of the United States from the 20 
Latin American republics dropped 19.2 per cent, 
exports of this country to those nations in- 
creased 19.6 per cent. But total exports of al- 
most one billion dollars in the last two fiscal 
years totalled only 16.7 per cent of total sales 
to these countries. Purchases of the United 
States averaged 21.5 per-cent. So that, while 
the people of the United States bought less from 
these countries, they accounted for a greater 
part of the dwindling export trade of the United 
States. Naturally, under present world condi- 
tions, this export trade will dwindle in greater 
proportion as the United States curtails its 
purchases. ' 

Out of a market of three billion dollars, the 
United States, which should hold all of the ad- 
vantage, acquired only less than 20 per cent, 
and purchased, also, less than 20 per cent. 
Businessmen, particularly those of the south, 
will do well to turn their eyes more often to 
this almost virgin territory to the south. 


A WISE CHANGE 

A realistic forward step has been taken by 
the board. of education in abrogating the 
ancient rule which, for 66 years, barred social 
dancing in Atlanta high schools. As Dr. Willis 
A. Sutton, school superintendent, pointed out 
in recommending the change in the rules, the 
question lay dormant for so many years because 
most schools were not equipped with quarters 
large enough to hold dances. Now, in these 
days of new and large buildings, space for that 
sort of social activity is available. 

Dr. Sutton, in urging action by the board to 
abrogate the old rule, gave strong and reason- 
able arguments in favor of the change. He 
contrasted the fact that boys and girls of high 
school age attend dances elsewhere, where 
influences and environment are apt to be de- 
structive, with proposals for dances in the 
schools, under faculty supervision and at rea- 
sonable hours. He also spoke of the school 
dances being democratic, either under sponsor- 
ship of classes or the schools themselves, and 
restricted to the students. Up to now, most

COLONEL SAM TATE 
The death of Colonel Sam Tate takes from 
the Georgia scene one of the most picturesque 
and best loved figures of modern times. He 
was, above all things else, an individual, one 


who lived his life according to his own beliefs, ‘ 


one who never followed precept solely because 
it was precept. 

Descended from a long line of Georgians he 
carried in his heart that same inspiration of the 
pioneer that made this state great in the early 
days. Because of this heritage he probably did 
more for his own section of the state than any 
man who has lived there during his generation. 

He served the state well as chairman of the 
highway board, but he served his neighbors 
best as a kindly friend and a sympathetic helper 
in time ofgtrouble. 

Many are the stories told of the generosity 
of Colonel Tate. They will live to become part 
of the lore of Georgia, part of her human 
history. 

He was a man who met all the requirements 
of the world for that illusive thing called suc- 
cess. A brilliant businessman, he conducted his 
extensive affairs with a sagacity that was the 
admiration of all who knew him. As head of 
the Georgia Marble Company he lifted that 
enterprise from a comparatively small and 
struggling industry into a firm of national 
prominence. Through this result, he built that 
section of the state to a new prosperity. 

Colonel Tate lived long enough to see the 
fruits of his dreams. He lived a full lite and, 
in so far as friends could know, a satisfied and 
happy life. In a very real sense he was one of 
Georgia’s truly great sons and historians of the 
future will name him as a man typical of the 
finest citizenship of his time. 


“THE AIRPLANES ARE COMING!” 

If tests conducted by the United States army 
prove prophetic, there won’t be just a solitary 
Paul Revere in any future war to warn of the 
approaching enemy. Instead, every civilian of 
the countryside will cry the warning, “the 
enemy is coming!” over the telephone. 

A “net” of civilian observers was established 
in the vicinity of Fort Bragg, to warn the air 
defense forces of the approach of enemy planes. 
Such a squadron crossed the coastline in mimic 
warfare and immediately the telephone calls 
began. The result was said to be entirely satis- 
factory, the intelligent, calm reports of the 


civilian observers enabling the air defense units 


to map the progress of the “attacking” planes 
with remarkable accuracy. 

If wars of the future are to levy their toll 
of death from the air from civilians as well as 
troops, it is but proper that civilians should 
take their part. This “net” system of air raid 
warnings provides a way in which the civilian 
population can perform a very real service in 
defense of their own land. 

The question arises, however, whether civil- 
ians by thus aiding their armed defenders would 
not lose any non-combatant rights which may 
be left to them in modern war. Wouldn’t a 
ruthless enemy commander, provided his force 
conquered and captured such a countryside, be 
technically justified in lining up all civilians 
who had thus taken part in their own defense, 
via the telephone, and shooting them as non- 
uniformed fighters? 

Even should such be the case, however, it is 
doubtful if any American in defense of his own 
home—or any other man or woman, for that 
matter—would hesitate to rush to the telephone 
at the first drone of enemy planes overhead and 
act, as efficiently as possible, the role of a 
modern Paul Revere.

To “do it,” is the perfect application 
of all knowledge.

THE CAPITAL PARADE

STARTLING PRONOUNCEMENT WASHINGTON, Oct. 12. 
Within the last two weeks 


a responsible member of the President's cabinet intimated that com- 
plete state socialism might be necessary in his department of the 
government. In the excitements of the world’s troubles, this ex- 
traordinary pronouncement escaped attention. It certainly deserves 
the most careful consideration now. 

It was made by Secretary of Agriculture Henry Agard Wallace, 
speaking to the nation’s wheat farmers at Hutchinson, Kan. Faced 
with desperately poor farm prices, immense surpluses and farm- | 
ers suddenly turned rebellious, Wallace was touring the country to | 
defend his program. Among the wheat farmers, who may have to | 
cut their planted acreage in half next year, price-fixing has sud- 
denly become a popular remedy. Wallace attacked simple, uncon- 
trolled price-fixing as sure to lead to disaster, but then he went 
on: “If you must have price-fixing, a plan might be worked out 
whereby the government would buy at a fixed price all the wheat 
produced on the acreage allotments by farmers co-operating in the 
farm program. A certain portion of this wheat could be made 
available for domestic consumption at a price that would get back 
what the government has paid for it. Other wheat, produced by 
nonco-operators, could be taxed to deprive it of competitive price 
advantage. Any surplus would be available for export, or to main- 
tain an ever-normal granary. Such a plan would mean a virtual 
monopoly by the government of the nation’s wheat-marketing 


system.” 
REDUCTIO AD ABSURDUM If a “virtual government mo- 
nopoly of the nation’s wheat- 
marketing system,” plus government power to dictate farmers’ 
plantings, does not mean state socialism, it’s very hard to find any 
other name for it. To be sure, Henry Wallace prefers his present 
farm law, with the addition of processing taxes and new methods 
of subsidizing domestig consumption of surpluses. But the fact that 
the highest official involved should be ready even to discuss such 
a scheme is sufficient testimony to the seriousness of the farm crisis. 

The events leading up to the crisis were reviewed here yester- 
day. The nature of the crisis itself lies in a reductio ad absurdum. 
Voluntary production control, which is pleasant to the farmers, can- 
not succeed without such huge bribe payments that the taxpayers 
will rebe® This Wallace has wisely avoided. Compulsory pro- 
duction control, which may succeed, is extremely disagreeable to 
the farmers. If the weather defeats compulsory production con- 
trol one year, as it has done this summer, she acreage reductions 
of the succeeding year have to be so big as to put the farmers 
almost out of business. 

Wallace realizes these defects in his present compulsory pro- 
gram, yet regards it as the best available. One of his subordinates 
summed up for him—‘“It may be a rubber crutch, but it’s the only 
real crutch the farmers have, and God knows they need one.” In 
order to increase the benefit payments to the farmers, Wallace pro- 
poses to fight for his processing taxes at the next session of con- 
gress. He also proposes to try out his ideas for domestic con- 
sumption subsidies, although heaven alone knows how the vast sur- 
pluses in cotton and wheat can be consumed by the unemployed 


or anyone else. 


GREAT GOOFINESSES As Wallace’s ideas are bomnperetively

moderate, it cannot be said 

the contemplated state socialism is now upon us. He will hold out 
against it as long as he can, and he will probably have the support 
of the strongest farm pressure group, the Farm Bureau Federation. 

But the fact remains that the American economy may be sub- 
jected to some grandiose goofiness or other at any moment. In 
spite of the “David Harum” tradition, the congressional representa- 
tives of the farm states are notable for their perfect irrespons!i- 
bility. From Elmer Thomas, preacher of soft-headed schemes for 
soft money, to Cotton Ed Smith, who has been talking farm plans 
for 30 years without ever offering a workable one, they are ready 
to promise the farmers anything for their votes. | a8 

Moreover, the farm areas are full of economic medicine men, 
talking such contraptions as the domestic allotment plan and gen- 
eral price-fixing. It is said that a majority of Texas farmers favor 
the domestic allotment, while the strength of price-fixing among the 
wheat growers may be gauged from Wallace’s concessions to it. 
Every sensible person, reasonably well acquainted wtih the opera- 
tion of the economic process, knows that price-fixing, the domestic 
| allotment and the other plans of muddled minds are pretty certain 
| to end in general ruin. Wallace’s own program may not be the 
| answer, but it’s about time for all thinking people to get together

WHAT ABOUT ETHEL? [I am perturbed over the story of 
Ethel. I am perturbed because it is 


a story which comes under the broad heading of sociology and 
therein many people get lost. Also, I have tried to think through on 
the subject and this business of thinking through isn't as simple 
as it seems. 

I am a bit afraid to tell the story of Ethel because someone 
might want to put Ethel on relief. That statement is a dangerous 
one because there is, if left unexplained, an intimation that relief 
is not proper. Relief is proper. There most assuredly should be 
government relief. 

_ It most emphatically should be administered so individual inia- 
tive should not be lost. Perhaps that is not impossible. I believe 
that within the minds of 90 per cent of all those on relief rolls 
there is a desire to be off those rolls and on a job provided for by 
the natural economic development and not by relief taxes. I have 
not yet seen a bad WPA job. The final construction is good. 
Nevertheless, the story of Ethel is an interesting one in point. 


ETHEL IS AN OLD NEGRO WOMAN Ethel is an old negro 


woman. She _is quite 
black, white-haired, tall, straight, active, cheerful, busy. 

Ethel arises early each morning. She is, as a matter of fact, up 
before daylight. She pulls her little wagon and delivers clothes, 
curtains and other articles which she has laundered. 

When she comes back home she brings back things to be laun- 
dered—bits of kindling found in the street—or anything which may 
have been given her. She never refuses a gift. She sincerely is 
appreciative. 

As the story comes to me, Ethel discards her shoes in summer. 
Going bare-footed is, she believes, good for the health and for the 
feet. That theory is an accepted one at many health schools where 
the worn businessman and the surfeited society woman go for 
treatment. 

She lives in a small, two-room house. It is a slum house. Ethel 
does her best with it. . 

_ Thus Ethel pursues her daily life—busy, occupied, pressed to 
find enough toil to bring in enough revenue to provide for her needs. 

That is not, however, the important part. 

The really dramatic part of the

story is that this old negro 


woman, existing by hard work and energy, goes to school. 

_ When her daily chores are done—when the last steaming tub 
is emptied and the clean clothes hung to dry—Ethel “cleans up” 
herself, puts her books under arm and goes to night school. 

She lives five blocks from the car line. If she has no car fare 
she walks a bit more than a mile to school and back again. She 
gets home late at night. 

But her way is lighted. At her age she is learning to add and 
substract, to read and to write. It is ~ery entertaining to Ethel, 
more entertaining than a movie. She feels very good about get- 
ting it free. She thinks this is a great country where there are 
many opportunities. 

I realize this reads almost like one of those sweet, and even 
saccharin, stories of sink or swim, virtue-is-its-own-reward tracts, 
and all that sort‘of thing. Nevertheless, Ethel is a fact. And all 
the homely old virtues such as used to be printed in books like 
McGuffy’s readers, are true. 

The picture of this old negro woman, determined to have at 
least some education; her hard work, her cheerful: manner, her 
optimism and her belief that this is a land of opportunity, is an 
inspiring picture. 


NOW, THE PROBLEM [S— Now, the problem is, what about 
Ethel? Obviously, I think, Ethel 

ought to be helped. She undoubtedly merits help more than thou- 

sands who are receiving it. She has more character and is a 

better American than hundreds on relief rolls. 

_ Yet, there I become worried. There is something fine in Ethel’s 

life. If she is put on relief it might be destroyed. 

The welfare workers understand these things better than I. The 
sociologists will have to supply the answer.

_ A typical American crowd contains a large proportion of people 
commonly classified, by reason of their incomes, as lower middle 
class and lower class. Yet it is not unusual for any one of these 
to buy a “hot dog” or hamburger between meals. Even those who 
are supported at public expense, and those yet poorer who are not 
eligible for the bounty of relief because they have jobs, consider 
meat of some kind essential to their diet. 

Millions of, dogs have meat every day, and there are meat scraps 
in the garbage cans which hide our daily waste of countless tons of » 
good food. 

These things do not seem remarkable to us, for what is usual 
seems normal; but the poor of other lands live on bread and cheese, 
cabbage and roots, with meat only at feasts and celebrations. 

__ Why is America so much richer than any other land? It was no 

richer when your grandfather vas a boy. One hundred years ago, 
most of our people were accustomed to hardship and luxury was 
rare. 

But, you will say, the land was rich in natural resources. 

Yes, that is true. There was wealth to be had for the taking. 
But Mexico is even richer in natural resources; Russia is equally 
rich: South America has every natural advantage we had; yet the 
people of these lands are now and always have been woefully poor. 

It wasn’t natural wealth that made America rich, but natural 
wealth plus sweat and hustle. 

All wealth must be created. The ambition and labor and in- 
genuity of America’s people transformed the wealth of forests, 
streams, mines and soil into cash. The more they produced, the 
more wealth there was to divide, and eventually they produced 
enough to make this the richest of nations. 

America was made by hustlers who were eager to get ahead 
and “have something.” They had backbone. They would do any 
kind of work for any kind of pay to get a start. They made good 
because they asked no favors and couldn't. be licked. 

Conditions have changed, yes. So have people. But it is still 
possible to get a job—witness the fact that 45,000,000 are em- 
ployed—and the hustler can still get ahead. Enough hustlers in 
pursuit of a dollar make prosperity, and nobody has yet discov- 


ered any other way to make it.

The first three minutes of a football game are the hardest. 

I mean with respect to injuries—deep injuries. 

More boys get hurt in the first three or five minutes than in 
the other 57 or 55 minutes combined. 

It’s a curious thing. The opening kickoff causes a lot of| 
‘injuries that stick with a player. They may not show up im- 
mediately but after the game, when a player cools out—and 
‘cools off—he finds he has a bad leg or a bruised shoulder which | 
he can trace back to that first banging contact. 

The reason why the opening kickoff produces injuries 
is because the players are all steamed up and ready to 
go after each other. 

They are full of vim and vigor—fight and 
heaven help the player who doesn’t feel that way, 
Brooks, reclining on a training table, remarked.
